exported for the year ending June 30th, 
1876, $41,122,383, while for the same 
period Great Britain exported $748,- 
711,480. 

Again, during the same period the 
United States exported to China,(Hong 
Kong) and Japan, Australia, New Zea» 
land, Central America, Mexico, West 
Indies, and South America, $75,842,- 
126, while Great Britian exported to 
the same countries during the same 
periods, $279,630,555. The exports of 
Great Britain were composed almost 
exciusively of manufactured articles, 
while the exports from the United 
States, (except to Mexico, China, Ja, 
pan and Australia,) were almost ex- 
clusively breadstuffs, provisions and 
petroleum. We will not stop now to 
discuss the advantages which accrue to 
a country from the manufacture ot its 
own productions at home before sends 
ing them to market. This question 
has occupied the attention of our 
wisest men and best thinkers. It has 
entered largely into the hitherto more 
rapid accumulation of wealth b7 the 
New England states as compared to 
that of the southern states. We may 
recur to it hereafter. We hope how- 
ever that the tide has at last turned, 
and the south, realizing these advan-~ 
tages, has awakened to their impor- 
tance. 

But it is not our purpose to discuss 
the question of our commerce in a sec: 
tionel sense. It isa national question, 
and as such should receive considera- 
tion and encouragement of our law= 
makers representing every section of 
our abounding country. Indeed, it is 
our special purpose to argue against 
any sectional legislation by congress 
upon this question. 

Judging from the proceedings of the 
recent “Exporters’ Convention,” held

northern states are ready to co-operate 
with citizens of the southern states ip 
a comprehensive, national plan for the 
stimulJation of our languishing com- 
merce, by a wise and liberal mileage, 
‘com pensation for the sea-carriage of the 
mails between the United States and 
foreign ports in American steam vessels. 
We are convinced ourselves that there 
is no other hope left to us. Unless con- 
gress shall in this manner promote 
our American steamship lines they 
will not only continue to languish, but 
will soon have to abandon the ocean. 
It would seem needless to enforce the 
wisdom of such a policy by any argu- 
ments in the face of accomplished facts 
in those countries where this policy has 
been adopted. The reasons upon which 
the “exporters’ convention” based their 
approval of such a_ policy is forcibly 
stated in the resolutions adopted by the 
convention. We cannot better con- 
clude this article than by stating them, 
as follows : 

1. Because such a policy is in har- 
mony with the practice of the United 
States in its internal postal service. 

2. Because the experience of all for- 
eign commercial relations has proyed 
the policy of liberal mail pay to be ef- 
fectiye in the creation of new steam" 
ship lines, and often to be necessary for 
the maintenance of old ones. 

3. Because such nations will adLere 
to the same policy whenever the condi- 
tions in which their lines are placed cal) 
for its continuance. 

4. Because such steamships may be- 
come valuable adjuncts to the nation 
in time of war. 


PUBLIC LANDS FOR &DUVATION. 


The committee appointed by the 
educational convention which met in 
Atlanta a few weeks ago, were in Wash- 
ington on Tuesday cf this week, for the 
purpose of promoting the movement to 
set aside the proceeds of the pub- 
lic lands for the purpeses of education 
in the states. Superintendent Oiyr 
is chairman of this committee, and 
among those who are associated 
with him are Messrs, Calvin of Augus» 
ta, Ruffner of Virginia, and Price of 
Dahlonega. Whatever a committee 
of intelligent southern educationis's 
could do relatiye to the subject in 
Washington,this committee has doubt- 
lessdone; but if our people desire the 
passage of the pending bill, it might 
be well to impress the fact on the 
minds of these southern members who 
are not inclined to support the meas- 
ure. 
It is difficult to determine what Geor- 
gia’s yearly share of this fund would 
be without a long study of the tables 
of population and illiteracy; for the 
bill which the house committee on 
education and labor have accepied 
provides that for the first ten years the 
distribution to the states and terri- 
tories shall be made on the basis of the 
numter of persons of ten years and 
over who cannot read and write. In 
the year 1874 the eales of public land. 
yielded $1 852,428, in 1875, $1,413,640 
in 1876, $1,129,466, and in 1877, $76, 
253 —the total for tne four years being 
$5,371,787. At the last census the 
limits of school age were five and 
eighteen years, and the number of 
children was 12,000,000. The pro- 
ceeds of the sales of public land dur~ 
ing the last four years have avere wed ; 
about $1,342,000 a year, and this, di- 
vided among the states an territories, 
would give eleven cents for every 
child of school age.

the neighborhood of twenty cents. The 
report of the commissioner of educa~ 
tion for 1876 puts the school population 
of Georgia at 393,037. At twenty cents 
ahead this would give us each year 
about $80,000. The amount 
would certainly not fall be- 
low $50,000, and even that 
sum would prove a wonderful help te 
our struggling public schoo! system. If 
the public lands are not devoted to ed- 
ucational purposes, they will be sure to 
fall into the hands of land-grabbers; 
who will, as soon as the prevailing par- 
oxysm of virtue has passed off, rsor- 
ganize for new campaigns of plunder. 
We hope the house bill will become a 
law; and if our people think so too, 
they should let their views be known 
at Washington. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCH— WHAT IS 
NECESSARY 70 PROMOTE IT. 


The commerce between the South 
American republics, the British pos» 
sessions in the Pacific ocean, the great 
Asiatic countries and our own country, 
in view of the depressed condition of 
our producing interests, is largely at- 
tracting the attention of our mosi 
thoughtful citizens. It is certainly a 
question of supreme importance, espe- 
cially to the southern states, whose 
productions are rapidly increasing and 
becoming excessive. Our country is 
teeming with the products of our for- 
ests, of the soil, of the mine and of the 
mill, which demand the largest outlet 
that can be obtained forthem. Our 
very excess of production, causing as it 
does a depreciation in prices, is one of 
the great sources of our present diffi- 
culties, and the question for our states- 
men to consider is what is necessary 
to relieve the country from a condition 
which is fast becoming distressing, if 
not disastrous, 

A striking illustration of the rapid 
increase in our productions is found in 
the following exhibit of the incresse of 
coal, or the out-put, on the South and 
North Alabama railroad, leading frora 
Montgomery to Decatur, which we find 
published in the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser of the 20th instant, furnished that 
paper by an officer of the road, who 
vouches for its thorough reliability :

A month of very labo- 
ricus jabor was consumed in this ser- 
vice. The result was the forwarding 
to New York city of the exhibits, em-~ 
bracing cotton in all its stages of pro- 
duction and manufacture, from the be- 
ginning of the seed to the manufac- 
tured goods. The other southern pro- 
ducts represented are sugars, syrups, 
wool, leather, Fiorida fruits in differ~ 
ent states of preservation, the horti- 
culture of the south, including all the 
native woods; many specimens of 
fauna, their adaptability to manufac- 
tare, the yellow pine of Georgia and 
Alabama, which is largely exported to 
France and Spain for balidion purposes, 
and the cvpress of Louisiana, for which 
there is a European demand inthe shape. 
of staves. The southern exhibit also 
includes a full line of specimen mine- 
rals and ores from the great belts of 
Georgia, Tennessee and Alabama, 
There are also exhibits of native wines 
and fruit and grain spirits. All agricul- 
tural products capable of exhibition, 
such as corn, wheat, rye, barley, etc., 
are included. These exhibits being

ABOUT THAT MINT. 


SOMB OFFICIAL FIGURSS FROM 
THE STATS GROLOGIST, 
SHOWING THE NBED 
OF 4 MINT. 


Atianta’s Central Position—At the 
Junction of the Highways— A Ques 
tion of Freights—Quaadrapling the 
Goid Yield—Georgia Good for One 
Million a Year. 


A reporter of the CONSTITUTION called upon 
Dr. Little, the state geologist, on yesterday, to 
see what he had to say upon the subject of a 
branch mint at Atlanta. 

BOME SOLID ARGUMENTS. 

We found that he had very positive views 
upon the subject. 

“Of course,”’ said he, “if there is to be any 
branch mint established anywhere, (and that 
seems to be a foregone necessity), it should be 
pat at Alianta, 

‘In the first place, Atlanta is the central point 
ofthe southern goldsproducing section. The 
richest section is right at her doors, 
embracing our Georgia fields, The genera! 
gola section of;the south is western north Caro- 
lina, north Geargia, and north Alabama. At- 
Janta is the most central city of importance in 
all thissection. Its railroad facilities are une- 
qualled, 

‘Why, itisthe point of junction of the grea, 
line from St. Louis to Savannah, and the great 
line from New Orleans to New York. All the 
gold or silver bullion imported along the south- 
ern Coast, passes through Atlanta on its way to 
(he north to be minted. Asa 

COLLECTING POINT FOR BULLION, 
and a distributing point for coin,it cannot be 
equalled by any city. Why, if Cincinnati were 
selected as the point for locating the proposed 
branch mint, probably five-sixths of the gold 
bullion produced in the southern stetes, would 
have to be first collected at Atlants, and ship- 
ped thence to Cincinnati. lt does seem that 
it would be toe worst sort of folly forthe gov- 
ernment to establieh a mint for the working of 
bullion into coin, hundreds of miles away 
trom the producing section, when there is apn 
admirabie and eligible location av.iilable in the 
very heart of that section.”’ 
A LABGE ITEM OF SAVING. 

*“*Would the cost of carryiog this bullion to e 
distant mint be yery large?” 

“It would amount to a very large sum. Ii 
costs now I think a half of one per cent to carry 
the bu lion to the mint. It will cost just as 
much to bring the money back ; so that the gold 
dollar that is mined from the Georgia hills come, 
back from the mint one per cent of it has been 
lost In the mere item of transportation. All this 
would be saved if the mint were located here, 
and in a large yield of gold it is a very impor. 
tant item.” 

THE YIELD OF GOLD DOUBLED UP 

“What is the amount of gold now yielded in 
this section ? 

“That question must be explained before it is 
answered. The amount of gold yielded before 
the war by the section tributary to Atlanta was 
about one million dollars. By this I mean 
western Carolina and the northern portions o! 
Georgia and Alabama. This yield was mostly 
taken from the surface and was uncertain. 
Now as to the present yield. Of course 
for the first ten years af:er 
the war it was very little. On 
the 81st of last June I made report of the mint, 
The yield was then $150,000 per annum. It is 
already over double ihat. 

**]T have jast been preparing a detailed state- 
ment on that point. There are now twenty-six 
active mines in Georgia. They are being worked 
properly and systematically. There are in these 
twenty-six mines about two hundred and sixty 
stamps, The average yield per stamp is $100 per 
month. This would give us at present writing « 
yield of $25,000 per month or $30,000 per y ar. 

** But the number of stamps at work is contin” 
ually increasing. Just this evening, 1 know of 
a purchase being made that will puta new mine 
to yielding at once. And take Porter & Mee- 
kin’s factory. There are now there, in process 
of completion, one 20-stamp mi!l, one 10 stamp 
mill, aud some smailer mills, or fifty stamps iu 
all The 20-stamp mill will be sent out to-mo:- 
row. When these mills now being made are put 
out, they will increase the yield $5 000 per 
month, or $60,00) per annum. I should not be 
surprised if, by the 3lst of June next, we should 
have milis in sight that would produce near & 
half-million a year, or oyer treble the produc- 
tion of the previous year. There is no telling 
how fast it will increase. 

‘‘As to the production for the mint, 1 would 
be willing to put my official judgment on it, 
that by the time the mint could be established 
and put to working here, the yield from Georgia 
alone would be 

ONE MILLION DOLLARS A YEAR, 
or as much as the three states produced before 
the war. This yield would be steady and cer- 
tain, quarf&-mining—and not desultory surface 
washing as before the war. It would constantly, 
steadily and permanently increase, until the 
yield had reached enormous figures.” 

BETTEB THAN A BILVER LINING. 

**What figures ’”’ 

“Well, pow it is impossible to say. As I have 
said before, the amount of gold in Georgia is 
simply incalculable, I believe Georgia is a bet- 
ter go'd st te than California ever was. I will 
say this, too: the whole million dollars per 
annum might be taken from the mines now at 
work, without overworkiug them or threatening 
to exhaust them. The most of the owners have 
recognized this fact, and while they putin only 
a few stamps at first, they are prepared to 

double and quadruple their number. For 
instance, the Bradly mines will be worked 
wich only twenty stamps for the pres 
ent, but the arrangements are 
all made for working fifty stamps. These will 
be added just as soon asthe capita) with which 
to put them in and operate them is available, 
so that the mines now at work could be made 
to yield a million dollars 4 year.”’ 

‘*as for the rest, there are hundreds of Jots not 
yet located upon that are just as rich as those al- 
ready chosen. In fact, I might say that one iu 
a hundred of availabie lots has not been taken: 
The yield may be increased indefinitely. It will 
be increased very largely trom this time on,”’ 

THE STIMULATING EFFECT OF THE MINT, 

**Wil) not the establishment of a mint at this 
point stimulate the gold production very de- 
cidedly ?’’ 

"Yes, sir. In the first place, it will be a recog- 
nition of the valae of the gold deposits of this 
section. That of itself would attract a large 
amount of capital, and turn the eyes of capitai- 
isis this way. Then, besides the foreign capita! 
drawn this way through the mint, it would 
quicken the owners of lotsin the up-country to 
open up these mines and get them to work. 
You see the fact that they could send their lit. 
tle bits of goid down to Atlanta and have it re- 
turned to them-in new and shining dollars ina 
few days would inspire them. It would stimu- 
late the production to have a mint here.”’ 

“Do the new mioaes that are being opened up 
appear to be as rich as those of iong standing ?"’ 
‘They appear quite as rich, orricher. I haye 
just heard from the last mine opened up about 
Dahlonega. It is owned by some young Penn- 
sylvanians uamed Neal. I hear, and on good 
authority, that they made §350 in gold ina six 
day’s run during their first month. This is a 
yield of $60a day, and it cavnot cost them over 
$10 or $12a day to run the works. You ses, 
therefore, what their profits are.’’ 

‘* What did it cost them to establish their 
works ?" 

‘*I’m glad you asked me that question—be- 
cause it gives me a chance to disabuss the pub- 
lic of the mistakea idea that it takes a fortune to. 
establish a gold mine. I happen to know that 
these young gentlemen paid a little less than 
$4,000 for their mine property. They bought !t 
from Col. W. P, Price. Their mill, etc., cost 
them about $2,000. You will thus see that on a 
capital of about $6,000 they are achieving the 
results noted aboye. In six months they will 
probably make back in profits every dollar of 
their outlay and have a property worth ten 
times what it cost them, and from which they 
will derive a steady and handsome in- 
come. It does not take a very heavy capital to 
buy and starta mine. I should say that $6,000 
is fully enough. 

It is easy to see, then, that with so little capi- 
tal required, and such handsome results com- 
ing from all investments already made, end 
with thousands of good lots unoccupied, the 
increase of gold mining in Georgia must be 
immense in the next few years. 

“Bo you are positive about the mint?” 

“Jam, It would have been just as foolish to 
have put the mint for the west in St. Louis, in- 
tead of California, as to pnt the mint for the 
South at Cincinnat! rather than Atlanta. That 
isa proposition too plain for debate.” 

With this Dr Little announced that “‘the con- 
vyersation was over,’’and we retired in good 
order and very much encouraged at the pros-

THE HANGING OF JOHNSON. 


Reply of Rev. Father Quinlan to W. 
S. Grady. . 


Epitoxs Constitvtrion: I am com- 
pelied again to trespass on your columns and 
I hope this shall not last so long as the Turco- 
Ruogsian war. By Wednesday's paper I see I 
have fallen in Mr. Grady’s estimation, for in 
his article in Tuesday's ConsTITUTION he gave 
me admiration forz2ai and sympathy, but in 
his yesterday moraing’s article he says I have 
pursued a course which may not become my 
profession. I fear if I continue much longer 
thet I shall scandalize him, that Le may deem 
me guilty of profanity, blasphemy, and pers 
haps finally of drunkeness. I beg of him to be 
@ litle charitable towarils me, 1 am a weak 
morta! prone to sin like other men. Mr. Grady 
witha holy horror has avoided this undignified 
if not sinful path. He is treating a solemn 
subject, and therefore he soars into the regions 
of perfection. But my idea of solemnity differs 
from that of Mr. Grady. He would have the 
public believe that Johnson died intoxicated, 
and in that condition was ushered inw eternity. 
If this be solemnity the Lord preserve me from 
evar becoming solemn. I would calli this impi- 
ous. Mr. Grady accuses me of bribing Mr. John- 
son by giviug him whisky in order to say his 
prayers. Ido not think that Mr, Giady under- 
stands what bribery means. Worcester 
defines it to be “‘the taking or giving rewards 
for bad practices.”” Now, there is not one that 
will say prayer is a bad practice; therefore, 
eyen if I did give Mr. Johnsoa whisky to say 
his prayers, there was no bribery iu it, Mr. 
Grady appears to kncw mathematics. He says 
that 1 permitted the same number of diinks to 
be given to Mr. Johnson in four hours that were 
given to him in jail in sixty hours, But can he 
prove that I permjtted the same quantity? This, 
he says, is “tapériog up” instead of ‘“* tapering 
of.” Heis beginning to get witty. We may 
expect to hear something fanny from bim by 
Sunday. I think he has native wit, aud only 
requires time and’exercise to develop it, unless 
his solemnity prevenis him, 

Mr. Grady says \hat twelve voluntary state- 
ments had b2ezn sent him, supporting bis asser- 
tions. Ido vot kaow thai this s rengthens his 
posi‘ion—for in we last he says that it was the 
general opinion .of ths spectators that Mr, 
Johnson was druuk, aud the numoer present 
was computed about 12,000. Certainly the tes 
mony of.12,000 spect.tors ought to be stronger 
than twelve Volunteers—so that he gains no new 
strength in this production of ev.dspca | 
would liks to Kiow the uames of there twelve 
volunteers. I think .hey would make a very 
fine company, and I have not the least doubt 
butthat Mr. Grady would make a very excel. 
levt captain; and 1 would suggest that they be 
called ‘** The Grady Volunteers.”” They would 
be a great acquisition to the growth of Atlanta. 
I am much pieased at the conclusion of his arti- 
cle in yesterday’s paper, tor he recurs in it to his 
dispatches from Rome, aud as these are the 
points in which we dissent, they ought to be 
clearly held to public view, in order that they 
may judge who feil into mistage. The three 
poinu which I denied in that dispatch, were 
the “holy water,’’ the intoxication of Johnson 
ascending the seaffola, and his (Johnson) pro~ 
feassing no religion and paying no atlention 
whatever to the talk of tke priests. These 
points I shall now siugly by refute. First, the 
holy water. I told him there was nota drop ou 
the grounds. Mr Grady has alluded to this in 
Lwo articies s.nce, in Tuesday’s and Thursday’s 
CONSTITUTION. In Tuesday’s, he almost admitted 
the mistate; in Thursday’s, he says he may 
possibly be mistaken. From the difference of 
confession in each, he has not entirely given 
up the holy water yet; he says he may possibly be 
mistaken.
